Many lives have been lost; enormous 
damage has been wrought; 
every ­ 
where levees are giving way , adding 
hourly to the flood’s toll of wreck ; 
manufacturing in numerous cities bor­ 
dering on the great stream bas been 
suspended; railroad traffic is demor­ 
alized; thousands of people are home­ 
less and ramp ing 
out 
on 
sodden 
ground under the poor protection of 
tents. 
7'he Mississippi and its tributaries 
have reached the greatest height ever 
k nown. 
All stream: from Pittsburgh 
to the extreme south are bank full, but 
the great flood in the main stream is 
preventing the carry ing awav of these 
tributary volumes. 
Water is back ing 
up over a vast territory hitherto un­ 
touched by floods. The crest is not ex­ 
pected to pass Memphis for two day s. 
South of this city the Mississippi is 
at flood stage to the gulf and the 
flood has y et to pass New Orleans. 
Heavy Rains Principal Cause. 
The heavy rain over the watersheds 
of the Ohio, Mississippi and Missouri 
rfv er3 the past few day s, have pro­ 
duced the present acute stage. 
The 
Ohio is rising at Pittsburgh and over 
flowed a section of that eitv; at Cin­ 
cinnati the same stream is at flood 
stage with higher water promised to­ 
day . The Kentuck y continues to jmur 
a huge volume of water into the Ohio 
at Carrollton, Kv., promising n flood 
stage, for the second tinm within a 
wr^k at Louisville and points south 
The Cumberland is sending a flood 
into the Ohio at Paducah. 
With this 
pessimistic information at hand the 
weather bureau at Washing-on sent 
out a special river bulletin predicting 
that the Mississippi would continue to 
rise for five day s and that if would 
remain in a flood condition for the 
next three week s. 
Reports tell of flood conditions as 
far south as Vick sburg and 
Baton 
Rouge. 
Already farmers in the vicin­ 
ity of Vick sburg are arriving in that 
city to escape the 
rfsing 
waters. 
Livestock and household goods have 
been moved to higher ground. 
At 
Natchez, Miss., the water stands at 
■’5.3 feet; 
at Vick sburg. 
15 7; 
at 
Baton Rouge, 
33.1. and at New Or­ 
leans, where the city is built lower 
fhnn the levees that k eep back the 
water, a stage of 16.7 is reported.

braith Perry Rodgers, the only man 
who ever flew across the 
American 
continent, was k illed here when his 
biplane fell 250 feet into the break ­ 
ers at Long Beach. 
Rodgers fell from his seat 
In 
the 
machine and his body shot downward 
ahead of the biplane, strik ing in the 
shallow surf. 
His neck was brok en, 
and he died Instantly . 
With 
several 
thousand 
people 
watching him, he ascended tor an ex­ 
hibition flight, tak ing off at the edge 
of the beach. 
Rising about 150 feet, 
the machine suddenly tilted at a per­ 
ilous angle, and the sp ectators 
rea­ 
lized that something was wrong. 
Rodgers manag d to right the aero­ 
plane and again began to climb in a 
long spiral. 
When he was about 400 
feet in the air the machine suddenly 
dipped sharply and plunged 
lik e 
a 
p lummet earthward. 
W ire Guy s Broke, Is Belief. 
An instant after Rodgers struck tho 
shallow water the 
machine 
crashed 
into the Burf and was reduced to 
a 
mass of sp lintered wreck age and tan­ 
gled wire, so tha t.the exact cause of 
the accident may never be k nown, al­ 
though it Is believed that one of the 
wire guy s brok e as he was rising in 
the air. 
For a moment the spectators stood 
horror-strick en, and then 
ensued 
a 
wild scramble into the surf for sou­ 
venirs. 
Seek ers 
for 
ghastly 
relics 
plunged k nee deep Into the surf, and 
the police had to use their clubs to 
fight them back . 
The official end of his epoch-mak ing 
flight was made November 6 last at 
Pasadena. 
One we.ek later he started j 
from that, city to fly to Long Beach 
and actually dip the 
planes of 
hlR 
machine Into the Pacific ocean. 
He 
had passed over the extreme eastern 
end of Los Angeles and. when 
thou­ 
sands were thronging the beach wait­ 
ing for him, news was flashed that he 
had fallen at Compton and was badly 
hurt. 
How he ever escaped death will 
never be told. 
He and his machine 
fell at least 100 feet. 
Less than a y ear has elapsed since 
Rodgers first touched an 
aeroplane. 
June 
6, 19 11, he 
ap peared 
at 
the 
Wright brothers’ field at Day ton, ()., 
and said he wished to learn to be an 
aviator. 
Ninety minutes after he took his 
sent in a machine for the first time he 
soared into the air away from his In­ 
structors. 
Experts Believed in Him. 
That stamp ed him as a man of ac­ 
tion. 
When ho 
began 
this coast-to- 
eoast flight there were many 
experi­ 
enced aviators who said that if any 
man in the w’orid would accomplish 
the feat, ‘‘Cal” Rodgers was the man. 
He did it.. 
In forty -nine day s from 
the time he ascended at Sheepshead 
Bay , N. Y., he landed on the Pacific 
coast. 
He had flown 4,231 
miles In 
4 ,924 minutes actual time in the air. 
Four times 
he 
had 
rebuilt 
his 
wreck ed 
machine 
after 
falls 
that 
would have tak en the courage out of 
the ordinary man, Eight times he had 
replaced parts. 
Over three 
mountain 
ranges, two 
great deserts and the great continen­ 
tal plain; over rivers and lak es, cities 
and 
forests, 
alone 
and 
dep endent 
wholly upon himself, while in the air, 
he had crossed the continent. 
Arrangements for the funeral have 
not been announced, but it Is probable 
that he vfil tie buried at Ixing Beach. 
With Rodgers’ death aviation fatali­ 
ties have reached a total of 127 since 
the Wrights began to 
fly . 
Twenty - 
two of these fatalities 
have 
tak en 
place In America.
